Revere  Police  Action 
Condemned  by  Asians

Cambodian  community  leaders  and 
residents  of  Revere  are  questioning 
recent  moves  to  find  information  and 
suspects  in  the  murder  of  Michael 
Guarino  on  June  1  in  a  Cambodian 
neighborhood  of  Revere. 

A  month  after  the  murder,  on  July  1, 
the  Revere  police,  joined  by  the  State 
police  and  the  INS  conducted  a  round¬ 
up  of  young  Cambodian,  Latino,  white, 
and  African  American  persons  with 
outstanding  warrants  on  Shirley  Ave., 
Sumner  St.,  Thornton  Ave.  and  High¬ 
land  Ave.,  near  the  Campbell  Ave. 
location  where  Guarino  was  killed. 
Three  Asians  were  arrested  on  minor 
charges. 

Residents  and  business  people  who 
witnessed  the  mid-afternoon  sweep 
said  young  people  were  stopped  on  the 
street  at  random,  and  asked  to  show 
their  identification.  If  they  didn’t  have 
it,  they  were  told  to  go  home  to  get  it. 
Drivers  were  also  stopped  at  intersec¬ 
tions  in  the  neighborhood,  said  wit¬ 
nesses.  Teenagers  had  to  line  up,  one 


after  the  other,  as  they  were  checked 
for  identification  and  questioned,  said 
Ratha  Yem,  a  Cambodian  member  of 
Revere’s  Human  Rights  Commission. 

Some  teens  were  pushed  up  against 
the  wall,  said  Yem,  and  asked  if  they 
knew  about  the  killing.  "One  girl  was 
told  she  had  to  get  out  of  bed  -  she  was 
sleeping  because  she  works  second 
shift  -  and  show  her  I.D., "  said  Yem. 
Yem  added  that  he  confronted  Police 
Captain  James  Russo  and  asked  why 
the  INS  was  called  in  when  Cam¬ 
bodians  are  legal  refugees  who  can 
apply  for  citizenship  in  five  years. 

"This  is  very  frustrating  for  the  com¬ 
munity,"  said  Sundara  Som  of  the 
Revere  Office  of  Southeast  Asian  Af¬ 
fairs.  Som’s  letter  to  the  editor  publish¬ 
ed  in  the  Boston  Globe  two  weeks  after 
the  minder,  expressed  sympathy  for 
the  family  of  Michael  Guarino.  The  let¬ 
ter  said  in  part,  "Hatred  and  violence 
only  breeds  more  of  the  same.  Instead, 
let  us  join  together  as  citizens  of  Revere

Kerry  Explains  MFN  Bill  in  Chinatown

A  bill  to  grant  China  most-favored- 
nation  status  in  1992  would  require  the 
Chinese  government  to  address  human 
rights  violations  explained  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Senator  John  Kerry  at  a 
community  meeting  on  July  3  at  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Center  (CCBA). 

China’s  most-favored-nation  status 
was  already  approved  by  President 
Bush  without  conditions  for  1991.  It  is 
up  for  review  each  year. 


As  part  of  the  terms  for  most- 
favored-nation  status,  Kerry,  a  co¬ 
sponsor  of  the  bill  with  Senator  George 
Mitchell  of  Maine,  said  many  people 
felt  American  action  should  give  Beij¬ 
ing  a  strong  message  that  would  not 
necessarily  sever  Chinese  trade 
relationships  with  the  United  States. 

Kerry  said,  "I  think  we  have  a  good 
compromise  in  what  we  have  put 
together." 

As  part  of  the  terms  for  most- 
favored-nation  status,  Kerry  said,  "The 


prisoners  of  Tiananmen  Square  must 
be  accounted  for,  and  those  who  have 
been  held  and  tried  must  be  released." 
In  addition,  goods  produced  by  forced 
labor  can  no  longer  be  exported  to  the 
United  States,  and  China’s  aid  to  the 
Cambodian  Khmer  Rouge  must  end, 
he  said. 

Lastly,  if  the  president  discovers 
that  China  has  sold  missiles  to  Syria  or 
Iran,  MFN  status  would  end  immedi¬ 
ately. 

Kerry  said,  "Many  people  feel  these 


missiles  are  highly  destabilizing." 

Kerry  said  the  president  must  certify 
that  significant  changes  have  been 
made  toward  human  rights  issues.  He 
added  that  the  Bush  administration 
may  compromise  on  its  stance  of  no 
restrictions. 

Chinatown  leaders  present  at  the 
meeting  expressed  their  support  for  the 
new  bill. 

"The  Bush  Administration  is  going 
to  push  for  MFN  (most-favored-nation

Memorial  to  Woman  Killed  by  Abusive 
Husband  Calls  for  End  to  Violence 


Last  April,  Cue  Nguyen 
and  her  daughter  Joanna  were 
killed  by  an  abusive  husband. 
According  to  police  in  Lowell, 
Peter  Nguyen  stabbed  his  wife 
Cue  several  times,  then  set 
their  apartment  on  fire. 
Cue’s  seven-year  old  daughter 
Joanna  died  in  the  fire,  as  did 
Peter  Nguyen  himself. 

What  is  chilling,  recalls 
Cheng  I  mm  Tan  of  the  Asian 
Women’s  Project,  was  that 
Cue  thought  this  man  was  not 
as  violent  as  her  first  husband. 
She  had  left  him  temporarily, 
hoping  they  could  work  things 
out  at  a  distance.  The  weeks 
apart  from  her  daughter  were 
too  much  to  bear,  and  one 
night  she  went  back  to  the  old 
apartment  for  a  visit  wi  > 
Joanna.  That’s  when  her  hus¬ 


band  found  her,  and  set  the 
fatal  tragedy  in  motion.  She  is 
survived  by  a  daughter  who  at¬ 
tends  college,  and  a  son  in  high 
school. 

And  even  more  chilling  is 
the  fact  that  Cue  Nguyen  was 
an  advocate  for  battered 
women,  working  for  the  Asian 
Women’s  Project  at  Harbor 
Me,  in  Chelsea.  She  knew 
where  to  find  counseling,  and 
she  worked  everyday  wi th  con¬ 
cerned  colleagues.  The  fact 
that  no  one  knew  she  was  in 
danger  demonstrates  how 
enormously  difficult  it  is  for 
Asian  women  to  ask  for  help, 
says  Tan. 

In  memory  of  Cue  Nguyen 
and  her  daughter  Joanna, 
twelve  community  groups 
gathered  at  King’s  Chapel  on 


Tremont  Street  and  walked  up 
to  the  State  House  calling  for 
an  end  to  violence  against 
women  and  children. 

"We  want  people  to  know 
that  the  loss  of  Asian  women’s 
lives  to  violence  will  not  go  un¬ 
noticed.  We  care,  we  notice. 
We  are  planning  to  do  all  we 
can  to  stop  this  violence,"  said 
Tan  who  also  serves  as  chair¬ 
person  of  the  Asian  Task 
Force  Against  Domestic 
Violence. 

Kim  Hall,  a  Vietnamese  ad¬ 
vocate  who  worked  with  Cue 
describes  her  colleague  as 
"caring,  understanding,  and 
supportive."  While  Nguyen 
did  all  she  could  to  help  other 
women,  said  Hall,  Southeast 
Asian  women  still  need  more 
bilingual  counselors,  as  well  as

US  Buy-Out  By  Japan 
A  Myth  Says  Speaker 


Vandals  Strike  Building

The  myth  that  the  Japanese 
are  trying  to  buy  out  the 
United  States  is  not  true,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Mitsubishi  repre¬ 
sentative  Yoshiro  Ohno  as  he 
spoke  at  the  workshop  en¬ 
titled:  "Prospects  for  Asian  In¬ 
vestment  in  the  U.S.:  Japan, 
Korea  &  Taiwan"  sponsored 
by  the  Japan  Society  of  Bos¬ 
ton,  the  New  England-Korea 
Business  Alliance,  and  the 
M  New  England-Taiwan  Busi¬ 
ness  Council. 

He  and  two  other  speakers, 
Choong  H.  Koh  of  Korea  and 
Dr.  Po  Chi  Wu  of  Taiwan,  ex¬ 
plained  the  nature  and  struc¬ 
ture  of  corporations  in  their 
countries  and  how  these  struc¬ 
tures  affect  what  these  groups 
want  from  American  com¬ 
panies. 

Yoshiro  Ohno,  a  senior 
w  vice-president  of  MIC  Con¬ 
sulting,  a  subsidiary  of  Mit¬ 
subishi  Corporation  that 
advises  American  and 
Japanese  firms  on  mergers 
and  acquisitions,  presented 
statistics  from  the  Department 
of  Commerce  showing  Japan 
was  involved  in  a  little  over  ten 
percent  of  foreign  mergers 
and  acquisitions  in  the  United 
States  in  1988. 

The  United  Kingdom,  in 
comparison,  accounted  for 
more  than  40%,  he  pointed 
out.  Ohno  said  he  had  no  more 
recent  figures,  but  he  assured 
the  audience  that  this  trend 
had  not  changed. 

Japanese  companies  at¬ 
tract  attention  because  they 
are  managed  differently  than 
American  or  European  com¬ 
panies,  he  said.  "Coming  from 
Asia  with  new  wealth,  I  think  it 
is  quite  noticeable,"  Ohno 
*  said. 


Ohno  said  most  Japanese 
mergers  and  acquisitions  were 
defensive  moves  intended  to 
protect  American  business 
partners  from  hostile  take 
overs  that  threaten  further 
joint  activities.  Generally,  the 
Japanese  purchase  a  minority 
stake  in  the  company,  symboli¬ 
cally  maintaining  a  relation¬ 
ship,  Ohno  added. 

Japanese  companies  took 
advantage  of  a  strong  yen, 
making  it  comparatively 
cheaper  to  purchase 
American  assets,  Ohno  said. 
He  added  that  the  strong  cash 
position  held  by  Japanese 
companies  makes  deals  easy 
to  finance  and  frees  manage¬ 
ment  from  ties  to  banks. 

In  the  last  five  years,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Business  Today, 
Japan  has  invested  the  most 
heavily  in  the  entertainment 
field,  investing  some  $123  bil¬ 
lion,  followed  by  finance  with 
$8.9  billion  and  restaurants 
and  hotels  with  $3.8  billion. 

Most  Japanese  investments 
are  not  very  large,  Ohno  said. 
"When  you  diversify,  from  say 
steel  to  software,  you  tend  to 
invest  small,"  he  said. 

Because  of  educational  ties 
to  New  England  though  col¬ 
leges  like  Harvard  and  MIT, 
and  ethnic  ties  to  California, 
these  two  places  have  received 
the  most  investment. 

The  best  way  to  secure  an 
agreementwith  the  Japanese  is 
to  establish  a  long  relationship 
with  them,  Ohno  said.  In  clos¬ 
ing,  he  added,  "It  takes  ex¬ 
perience  and  very  close 
observation  to  present  a  com¬ 
pany  to  the  Japanese."

For  the  second  time  this 
year,  Kenneth  Yee  walked 
outside  to  face  racist  graffiti 
written  on  his  building  at  22-44 
Knee  land  St.  This  time,  the 
vandals  went  behind  the  build¬ 
ing  facing  Knapp  St.  and 
scrawled  in  black  spray  paint, 
"Skin  Rules"  and  "White 
Power  League."  Five  months 
ago,  said  Yee,  vandals  had 


written  words  like  "Chink  Go 
Home"  on  the  front  of  the 
building. 

Yee,  an  attorney  who  owns 
the  Silky  Way  shop  with  his 
wife,  said  the  incident  was 
"more  of  the  same  Asian-bash- 
ing  you  see  everywhere  now 
that  the  economy  is  so  bad. 
Asians  are  getting  blamed  for 
having  all  the  jobs." 


The  recent  incident  probably 
occurred  after  five  on  a  Sun¬ 
day  night,  July7,  he  said.  Yee 
called  the  Boston  Police  when 
he  came  to  work  on  Monday 
morning.  The  Boston  police 
department’s  civil  disorders 
unit  is  currently  investigating 
the  crime.

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But  isn’t  it  unconstitutional ? 

The  Asian  community,  legal  experts  respond  to  Revere  round-up 


Stephen  Limon,  legal  counsel  to  At¬ 
torney  General  Scott  Harshbarger, 
said  the  Attorney  General’s  office  is 
reviewing  the  Revere  police  sweep  of 
the  Shirley  Ave.  neighborhood. 

"We’ve  met  with  people  in  Revere 
and  the  state  police.  We’re  trying  to 
figure  out  what  happened  there." 
Limon  said  the  Attorney  General’s  Of¬ 
fice  was  responding  to  a  call  from 
Regina  Lee,  director  of  the  Office  of 
Refugees  and  Immigrants. 

Other  Asian  leaders  in  Boston  ex¬ 
pressed  outrage  over  the  incident. 
"This  is  an  unconstitutional  act  on  the 

part  of  the  police,  to  appease,  it  seems, 
one  family,"  said  Andrew  Leong  of 
Greater  Boston  Legal  Services.  "They 


have  no  proof  the  murderers  are  Cam¬ 
bodians,  and  they  can’t  be  pinpointing 
people  on  the  basis  of  assocation.  On 
numerous  occassions,  on  the  basis  of 
mistaken  identity,  Asians  were  the  vic¬ 
tims,  as  in  the  Vincent  Chin  case." 

Daniel  Lam,  former  director  of  the 
Office  for  Refugees  and  Immigrants 
and  a  candidate  for  State  Repre¬ 
sentative  last  year  said,  "Haven’t 

people  learned  from  the  Stuart  case? 
It’s  unfortunate  that  the  murderers  may 
be  Cambodian,  but  that’s  one  crime  on 
one  individual  and  should  not  be 
generalized  toward  a  whole  com¬ 
munity.  Do  American  citizens  have  to 
carry  their  passports  with  them  all  the 
time?  Many  Cambodians  who  live  in 
Revere  are  citizens." 


According  to  Sarah  Wunsch  of  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union,  the 
Revere  police  may  have  violated  the 
fourth  amendment  rights  of  those  being 
questioned.  Under  the  fourth  amend¬ 
ment,  which  protects  both  citizen  and 
non-citizen,  a  person  may  be  searched 
only  if  "reasonable  suspicion"  can  be 
proved. 

Martin  Rosenthal,  managing  attor¬ 
ney  for  the  Criminal  Justice  Institute  of 
Harvard  Law  School  aggrees  that  the 
Revere  action  appears  to  be  uncon¬ 
stitutional,  "They  can’t  selectively  stop 
and  search  an  entire  segment  of  the 
population.  Not  only  is  it  a  violation,  it’s 
discriminatory.  They  have  no  right  to 
pressure  anyone  to  talk.  It  sounds  like 
police  state  tactics."

with  the  police  department  and  human 
rights  commission  to  solve  this  crime 
and  make  our  streets  safer  for  all."  The 
letter  was  also  signed  by  Peter  Seyla 
Chea,  director  of  the  Cambodian  Com¬ 
munity  of  Massachusetts. 

Chea  said  he  was  asked  to  show  his 
identity  to  Revere  police  when  he 
drove  in  to  interpret  for  Cambodian 
residents  who  were  being  stopped. 

Since  the  murder  of  Michael 
Guarino,  Revere  police  have  been  con¬ 
centrating  their  search  in  the  Cam¬ 
bodian  community.  Revere  police 
detective  Lt.  Bill  Gannon  said  that 
Cambodians  are  suspects  in  the  mur¬ 
der  because  "some  neighbors  saw  some 
parts  of  what  was  going  on"  the  night 
Guarino  was  beaten  and  stabbed.  The 
round-up  was  conducted,  said  Lt.  Gan¬ 
non,  in  charge  of  the  investigation  while 
Capt.  Russo  is  on  vacation,  "to  diffuse 
any  situation  and  make  people  feel 
safer."  He  added  that  the  Shirley  Ave. 
area  had  been  the  scene  of  increased 
robberies,  rapes,  and  stabbings  in  the 
last  month. 

Since  the  Guarino  murder,  no 
other  neighborhood  has  been  targetted 
for  a  round-up. 

The  Revere  police  called  in  the  INS 
to  help  identify  persons  with  outstand¬ 
ing  warrants,  said  Gannon.  When 
asked  why  the  INS  was  necessary  since 
Cambodians  have  legal  status  in  the 
United  States,  Gannon  said,  "an  un¬ 
usual  situation  demands  unusual  tac¬ 
tics." 

When  asked  why  police  did  not  go 
to  the  homes  of  persons  with  outstand¬ 
ing  warrants  instead  of  stopping  people 
on  the  streets,  Gannon  said,  "Most 

people  aren’t  home,  and  hang  out  on 
porches,  the  backyards  of  other 

houses."  Gannon  added  that  his 
department  is  not  worried  about  any 
civil  rights  violations.  "We  weren’t 
trying  to  scare  anyone,  but  were  forced 
to  do  something  because  of  what  could 
happen  on  July  4.  We  were  only  looking 
for  violators  of  the  law." 

Yem  said  that  he  and  other  Cam¬ 
bodian  leaders  have  spoken  with  the 
Attorney  General’s  office  about  the 
police  sweep,  and  will  take  legal  action 
against  the  city.  "They  say  it’s  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  law,  but  we  see  it  as 
a  violation  of  the  rights  of  Asians,"  said 
Yem. 

Members  of  the  Revere  Human 
Rights  Commission  voted  last 
Thursday  to  send  a  letter  to  Revere 
police  department  chief  Russo  and  to 
Revere  Mayor  Colella  stating  their  op¬ 
position  to  the  police  action.  They  will 
request  that  Russo  come  to  a  CityCoun- 
cil  meeting  and  explain  why  he  ordered 
a  police  sweep  of  the  area. 

The  meeting  also  addressed  con¬ 
cerns  over  the  Guarino  family’s  weekly 
marches  down  Shirley  Ave.  calling  for 
any  Cambodian  witnesses  to  come  for¬ 
ward.  Some  Cambodian  residents  had  • 
told  their  leaders  they  were  afraid  the 
vigils  were  targetted  at  them  personal¬ 
ly.  "The  vigil  has  just  caused  rumors  and 
more  confusion,"  said  Phon  Ki,  a  Cam¬ 
bodian  activist  and  resident  of  Chelsea. 
Lorraine  Guarino,  cousin  of  the  victim, 
told  the  Cambodians  present  at  the 
meeting  that  the  vigils  were  not 
retaliatory,  but  for  the  purpose  of  en¬ 
couraging  anyone  who  knows  about  the 
murder  to  contact  the  police.  "We  want 
little  children  to  be  safe.  Color  doesn’t 
matter.  We  just  want  the  crime  solved," 
said  Guarino. 

A  police  officer  representing  Chief 
Russo  said  that  the  policy  chief  had 
cancelled  the  family’s  permit  to  march 
down  Shirley  Ave.,  and  that  the  family 
could  be  arrested  if  they  marched. 

No  one  was  arrested  that  night  for 
marching.

status)  -  no  conditions,"  said  William 
Moy,  co-moderator  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council. 

"It  serves  no  purpose  for  us  to 
destroy  them  economically,"  Moy 
stated,  but  he  also  said  he  felt  the 
United  States  could  not  continue  a 
policy  of  unrestricted  trade.  "You’d  be 
saying  to  the  administration  of  China, 
‘Hey,  you  can  go  around  and  kill 
people.’" 

Moy  said  the  bill  clearly  says  to 
China,  "Yes,  we  will  support  you,  but 
there  is  a  price  to  pay  for  this  support." 

Shen  Tong,  chair  of  the  Newton, 

Mass,  based  Democracy  for  China 
Fund  and  one  of  the  major  leaders  of 
the  1989  student  democracy  movement 
in  China  expressed  support  for  the  bill. 


"We  are  not  looking  to  make  some 
noise.  We  are  looking  not  only  to  send 
a  message  to  China  but  to  the  Bush 
administration,"  said  Tong. 

Tong  said  he  wanted  to  show  his 
appreciation  for  American  concern 
over  human  rights  issues  in  China  and 
to  express  his  hopes  that  the  House  and 
Senate  can  work  together. 

Similar  debate  last  year  over  MFN 
status  led  to  over  900  prisoners  being 
released,  Tong  said.  "This  year,  I  think 
the  debate  will  help,"  he  added. 

When  asked  if  Beijing  would  accept 
the  terms  of  the  bill,  Tong  said  firmly, 
"They  have  to.  There’s  no  way  to  get 
around  it.  They’re  very  moderate  con¬ 
ditions." 


In  the  short  run,  he  added,  this 
debate  can  also  work  to  the  advantage 
of  Chinese  reformers,  who  can  use  the 
economic  pressure  of  the  MFN  issue 
for  further  change. 


At  the  meeting  with  Kerry, 
Chinatown  leaders  also  informed  the 
senator  of  Chinatown’s  need  for  affor¬ 
dable  housing.  Kerry  said  that  he  would 
press  for  possible  housing  subsidies  at 
the  federal  level.  In  addition,  Kerry 
said  he  would  look  into  the 
community’s  request  that  the  Central 
Artery’s  Marginal  Road  exit  be  re¬ 
vamped  because  of  its  proximity  to 
schools  and  housing.

police  officers  who  are  bilin¬ 
gual  and  culturally  sensitive. 

Beginning  as  a  project  of 
Renewal  House,  a  Boston- 
based  battered  women’s  shel¬ 
ter,  the  Asian  Women’s 
Project  has  offered  support 
services  for  Asian  women  and 
their  children  since  1989.  The 
Project  not  only  steps  in  for 
women  who  are  abused  and 
need  help  to  find  a  shelter,  an 
apartment,  or  a  job,  but  also 
helps  women  to  take  control  of 
their  own  lives. 

Recognizing  that  Asian 
women  may  have  particular 
problems  with  making  inde¬ 
pendent  choices  because 
many  of  them  came  to  this 
country  either  dependent  on 
relatives  or  husbands,  the 
project  encourages  them  to 

learn  English,  learn  to  drive, 
and  learn  to  say  no  to  abuse. 

The  outreach  has  paid  off. 
Khunneary  Prom,  an  advocate 
for  Cambodian  women, 
described  how  one  motherofa 
girl  with  disabilities  was 
harassed  everyday  by  the  man 
who  drove  her  daughter  to 
school.  He  said  he  loved  her, 
he  made  her  clean  the  wheel¬ 
chair,  and  he  would  arrive  late 
to  pick  up  her  daughter.  Prom 
helped  the  woman  to  practice 
her  English,  and  encouraged 
her  to  complain  to  the  van 
company.  Eventually,  she  did 
complain  to  her  daughter’s 
nurse,  who  called  the  driver’s 
boss. 

"Southeast  Asian  women 
are  so  quiet.  They  don’t  want 


to  explode,"  said  Prom,  who 
meets  with  women  in  Jamaica 
Plain  to  help  them  with 
English,  as  well  as  their 
problems. 

The  goal  of  the  outreach 
groups  is  to  help  women 
predict  possible  conflicts  in 
their  homes,  such  as  issues 
around  money,  explained 
Prom. 

While  the  focus  of  the  out¬ 
reach  groups  is  on  women,  the 
Asian  Women’s  Project  also 
tries  to  reach  men  when  ap¬ 
propriate.  Prom  described 
how  she  and  other  women 
counseled  a  man  whose  wife 
was  an  addictive  gambler. 
They  told  him  to  hold  his 
temper,  even  though  he  was 
angry  with  his  wife.  Prom  of¬ 
fered  to  talk  personally  with 
the  wife.  The  important  thing, 
she  noted,  was  to  inform  the 
man  that  abuse  is  against  the 
law. 

Buttressing  that  law  is  a 
stronger  Abuse  Prevention 
Act  recently  passed  by  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature. 
The  law  now  requires  that  the 
police  arrest  batterers  who 
have  violated  restraining  or¬ 
ders.  The  law  also  calls  for 
abusive  spouses  to  attend 
treatment  programs. 

In  the  Boston  area,  three 
agencies  currently  work  with 
Asian  women.  The  Asian 
Women’s  Project  provides 
counseling  in  Vietnamese, 
Khmer,  and  Chinese.  Their 
phone  number  is  277-3648. 
Harbor  Me  in  Chelsea 
provides  services  in  Khmer  at 
889-2111.  At  the  International 


Institute  of  Boston,  a  Viet¬ 
namese  advocate  who  works  in 
the  victims’  assistance  depart¬ 
ment  also  counsels  battered 
women.  Their  number  is  536- 
1081.

Quiet  Betrays  Worry  in  Revere

Things  are  now  calm  "on 
the  Ave.,"  what  long-time 
Revere  residents  call  the  Shir¬ 
ley  Ave.  neighborhood,  the 
center  of  a  dense  Khmer  com¬ 
munity  of  winding  streets  and 
tall  three-decker  residences. 

But  for  many  Cambodian 
residents  of  Revere,  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  has  become  suddenly 
"too  calm."  After  the  June  1 
murder  of  a  Michael  Guarino 
of  near-by  Campbell  Ave.,  and 
a  state  and  city  police  round¬ 
up  of  Asians  on  Shirley  Ave. 

One  month  later,  many  Cam¬ 
bodians  have  been  avoiding 
Revere  Beach  at  the  end  of  the 
block. 

On  a  Tuesday  morning 
when  the  beach  usually  would 
have  been  full  of  Cambodian 
children  and  their  mothers, 
grandmothers,  uncles  and 
other  relatives  mixing  with  the 
mostly  white  Irish  and  Italian 
sunbathers,  not  one  Cam¬ 
bodian  was  seen  on  the  beach. 
Very  few  were  at  the  Angkor 
restaurant  on  Shirley  Ave.  Not 
many  people  were  in  line  at 
Savoeun  Van’s  store  which  ar¬ 
ranges  weddings,  parties  and 
makes  keys  for  the  community. 
Van’s  lack  of  business  is  a  big 
worry  for  him. 

"People  are  afraid  to  come 
to  the  city  now.  It’s  very  slow," 
said  Van  who  moved  to 


Revere  ten  years  ago.  His 
daughter,  Amab,  saw  the 
Revere  police  came  to  Shirley 
Ave.  on  July  1  to  look  for 
youths  with  outstanding  war¬ 
rants.  "They  were  right  outside 

our  door,"  she  said,  "and  they 
checked  IDs  from  Asian  kids, 
mostly  checking  them  out, 
searching  them.  They  had  to 
go  home  and  get  an  ID  if  they 
didn’t  have  it  with  them." 

During  his  ten  years  in 
Revere,  no  one  has  bothered 
him,  said  Van.  What  he’s  done 
while  living  in  this  blue  collar 
town  is  learn  "how  to  talk  to 
people--  Vietnamese, 
Laotian,  American.  I  have  to 
understand  how  people  live." 

Many  of  Revere’s  2,000 
Cambodians  live  on  three 
streets  that  fork  out  from  Shir¬ 
ley  Ave.,  which  has  become  a 
major  business  center  for 
Cambodians  from  not  only 
Revere,  but  neighboring  Lynn, 
Chelsea  and  other  north  shore 
towns.  Khmer  markets,  travel 
agencies,  a  restaurant,  and 
other  services  have  sprouted 
up  in  the  last  8  years. 

Seventeen  years  ago, 
Revere  was  99.7%  white,  and 
Thornton,  Sumner  and  High¬ 
land  Streets  were  home  to 
Jewish,  Italian  and  Irish 
families.  Since  then,  the 
population  of  African 
Americans,  Asians,  and 


Latinos  has  caused  that  num¬ 
ber  to  jump  by  9%. 

The  Cambodians  who  set¬ 
tled  in  north  shore  towns  came 
mostly  during  the  second  wave 
of  Southeast  Asian  migration 
from  1979  through  1981.  Many 
of  these  refugees  were  fleeing 
the  Khmer  Rouge.  At  the  time, 
also,  many  Laotian,  Hmong, 
Vietnamese  and  ethnic 
Chinese  resettled  in  the  area. 

The  Massachusetts 

Department  of  Mental  Health 
reports  that  a  total  of  25,000 
Cambodians  live  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,  mainly  in  the  North 
Shore,  but  also  in  Boston,  At¬ 
tleboro,  Fall  River, 
Springfield,  and  Nor¬ 
thampton.  (1990  census  fig¬ 
ure,  which  are  questionable, 
report  14,050  Cambodians 
living  in  Massachusetts.) 

For  many  Cambodians, 
who  witnessed  unimaginable 
brutality  under  the  Khmer 
Rouge  regime,  recent  events 
in  Revere  have  been  an  uneasy 
reminder  of  those  times. 
"Cambodians  have  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  persecution,  and 
many  elderly  are  afraid,"  said 
Seyla  Leng,  a  waiter  at  the  un¬ 
usually  quiet  Angkor  Res¬ 
taurant  on  Shirley  Ave. 

Ninety-five  percent  of 
Cambodians  report  losing 
family  members  in  an  un¬ 
natural  manner,  states  a 
Department  of  Mental  Health 
report.  In  real  terms,  this 
means:  witnessing  wives, 
daughters  and  mothers  raped, 
and/or  killed,  separation  for 
years  from  sons,  daughters, 
husbands,  and  wives;  forced 
labor,  20  hours  a  day  with  only 
minimal  sustenance;  constant 
psychological  abuse  as  well  as 
physical  torture. 


According  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Mental  Health,  almost 
83%  of  Cambodian  refugees 
report  feeling  severe  anxiety, 
depression,  and  have  sleep 
and  eating  disorders. 

A  grandmother  sur¬ 
rounded  by  playing  children 
on  her  front  porch  said 
through  an  interpreter  that 
she  cautions  her  sons  and 
daughters  to  stay  at  home  now. 
For  her,  Revere  will  be  the  last 
place  she  can  move  to  after 
fleeing  her  home  in  Cambodia 
and  spending  many  months  in 
refugee  camps.  Her  grandson, 
Kong  Vet,  a  ninth-grader  at 
Revere  High  School  said  that 
he  "feels  normal,"  one  week 
after  the  police  round-up,  but 
he  will  leave  Revere  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  to  live  in  quieter  places 
like  Indiana  or  Wisconsin. 

The  young  and  the  old  rep¬ 
resent  two  ends  of  a  scale  kept 
in  balance,  most  often,  by 
women  and  men  in  their  thir¬ 
ties  and  forties  who  spend  long 
hours  working  for  the  com¬ 
munity.  While  helping  older 
people  figure  out  utility  bills, 
or  arranging  a  Cambodian 
new  year’s  celebration  at  the 
local  high  school,  they’ve  put 
many  of  their  own  goals  on 
hold.  One  woman,  a  mother 
who  works  at  Logan  Airport, 
spends  weekends  visiting  each 
Cambodian  family  personally 
to  see  if  someone  needs  infor¬ 
mation  or  advice.  Many  Cam¬ 
bodians  from  this  generation 
attended  Bunker  Hill  Com¬ 
munity  College,  first  learning 
English  as  a  second  language, 
then  moving  on  to  obtain  an 
associate’s  degree  while  they 
work  at  community  agen¬ 
cies.  Phon  Ki,  who  attends 
Northeastern  University,  said 
he  plans  to  enter  law  school 


someday  so  he  can  better  rep¬ 
resent  Cambodian  people. 

Mainstream  Revere  is  not 
without  its  pocket  of  activism, 
too.  The  city’s  Human  Rights 
Commission,  established  in  the 
early  80s  to  combat  what  Rev. 
Nicholas  Granitsas  calls 
"serious,  daily  problems"  with 
racial  harassment,  is  currently 
in  the  forefront  of  the  Michael 
Guarino  issue.  The  Commis¬ 
sion  has  met  frequently  in  the 
last  six  weeks  with  Cambodian 
leaders  and  the  Guarino  fami¬ 
ly.  According  to  Granitsas, 
until  the  Revere  police  round¬ 
up  in  the  Shirley  Ave.  neigh¬ 
borhood,  "race  relations  were 
getting  better.  We  are  a  model 
of  success.  Basically,  we  have 
peace,  harmony  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhoods."  The  Commission 
recently  voted  to  not  support 
the  police  round-up  and  to  ask 
Chief  James  Russo  to  explain 
the  action  at  a  City  Council 
meeting. 

Taped  to  a  storefront  on 
Shirley  Ave.  is  a  flyer  with  the 
words  "Stop  the  Violence," 
calling  for  residents  to  come  to 
a  Thursday  night  vigil  "on  be¬ 
half  of  a  man  who  was  sense¬ 
lessly  slain  in  your  city."  When 
the  Guarino  family’s  Thursday 
vigils  first  began,  many  elderly 
Cambodians  hid  inside  their 
homes,  like  Kong  Vet’s 
grandmother.  Lately,,  how¬ 
ever,  the  vigils  seem  to  be 

reluctantly  tolerated  by  Cam¬ 
bodian  leaders  in  an  attempt 
to  keep  the  channels  of  com¬ 
munication  open  between  the 
Guarino  family  and  the  Cam¬ 
bodian  community.  Ratha 
Yem,  a  member  of  the  Revere 
Human  Rights  Commission 
who  asked  the  Attorney 
General’s  office  to  step  in  to 
investigate  the  July  1  police 
round-up  announced  that  he 
would  march  with  the  Guarino 
family  at  the  next  vigil. 

"We  want  to  show  the  fami¬ 
ly  that  we  Cambodians  have 
suffered,  too,  and  we  need  to 
send  a  message  to  the  Cam¬ 
bodian  community  that  the 
march  is  not  against  Asians," 
said  Yem.
